Ever Before the Attractions 
of Home Country 


“Summer travel is good in Canada 
this year, despite the war and some 


inclement weather,” said Mr. W. H. 
Snell, general passenger agent of the 
C, P. R., eastern, lines, yesterday. 
“In fact the war has had two out- 
standing effects so far as Canada is 
concerned. Conditions with regard to 
foreign travel have become so ex- 
pensive and so restricted that Can- 
adians have been almost compclied 
to learn something about the ad- 
vantages of the Dominionag a holi- 
day resort. At the same time the or- 
dinary wage eatn¢r has. had suc 
opportunities for making money that 
an unprecedented number of work- 
ing people haye been able to in- 
dulge their lifelong desire to take 
their wives and family back to their 
old homes and see ‘the old folks at 
home.’ Fhis latter feature of . travel 
has been very marked during the 
past year, and is more in evidence 
than ever, this sunimer,: In all parts 
of Canada thousands of men who 
have for many years nursed the 
hope of some day taking their fami- 
lies back to their old homes are able 
to make the trip this year and they 
are doing it. The result is good for 
the country, good for the families, 
and good for the railways. 

“In fact,” said Mr. Snell, “one of 
the most remarkable features of 
present war conditions is the applica- 
tion of the motto ‘Canada for the 
Canadians.’ . More of our people are 
learning to ‘know their’ own country 
than ever before, simply because of 
the expense and difficulty of going 
abroad. Travel to Europe has been 
practically eliminated, owing to war 
conditions on the Atlantic. The in- 
crease in rates in the United States 
and the difficulties surrounding — tra- 
vel from Canada to American resorts 
has to a considerable extent reduced 
summer travel from Canada. The re- 
sult is'that thousands of people who 
in other times have always eo 
or 
their summer vacations are now 
spending their holidays and_ their 
money in Canada, with distinct ad- 
vantage to themselves and the coun- 
try. In fact~they are learning now 
what tourists from all over the world 
have in years past spent very large 
sums to come to Canada to see and 
enjoy. 5 

“In this way, while war conditions 
have cut off a good deal of foreign 
tourist*traffic in Canada, the same 
conditions have sd increased home 
travel as to more than offset this. 
People are visiting our own Rockies 
instead of going to Switzerland, go- 
ing to Canadian resorts instead of 
taking Germ.n_ waters, taking trips 
over the Canadian lakes and rivers, 
or to our own coasts instead of go- 
ing to American ocean resorts. It is 
a curious effect that war should 
force Canadians to know their own 
country, but that is one of the re- 
sults of the European conflagration, 
and one that shauld prove of lasting 
benefit to Canada.” 

As a result of these general condi- 
tions,-Mr. Snell ‘said ‘that pessenger 
traffic in Canada has been. unusuall 
good both on the C.P.R. and on all 
Canadian railways, as well as on the 
lake and other steamship lines, des- 
pite the fact that under war regula- 
tions there were no more excursion 
The rates in . the 
United States had gone up so high, 
with a stringent abolition of all. ex- 
cursion or other special rates, that 
people were learning more and more 
to do their pleasure travel in Cana- 


a. 

“A good deal of, this is due to the 
fact that wages in Canada are higher 
than ever before,” said Mr. Snell. 
“Where a few years ago men were 
getting $12 th $15 a week they are 
now getting $18 and even $25. De- 
spite increased coast of living people

“Canadians are learning more than

“We have 
suffered in Australia, as elsewhere, 
from an insidious German propagan- 
da,” the premier stated. “It has 
manifested itself as pacifism © and 
otherwise. We have men whose hat- 
red of England blinds them to all 
else, and’ who care nothing for Aus 
tralia’s liberty so long as they can 
strike a blow at the heart of Eng- 
land. These are in the minority.”

They came in thous- 
ands and we killed them in thous- 
ands, but still they came, until we 
finally made a stand and charged

them three times in‘ one day and 
then went in, dismounted, dnd held 
the line. It was surely a terrible 
fight. The dead were lying so close 
we had to climb over them, : 
“I tell you I am mighty tickled 
to be out of it for a while. We were 
cut up, but it was nothing to what® 
we gave them. As far as. the eye 
could see there were. masses.of them 
coming. There was nothing for us 
to do but get in our best work, and 
believe me, we did it, and did it well.

Great Deposits of 
Anthracite on Peace 


Large Quantities of Anthracite in the 
Neighborhood of Hudson 
Hope 

G. Stege, a prospector who™ has 
been working on the head waters of 
the Peace River, has arrived at 
Peace River town for supplies. He 
states that there are rich deposits of 

old, silver, copper galena, and lead 
the country from Hudson Hope’ 
westward to the sources of the Pars- 
rie and Findlay rivers, and he pre- 
cts that there will be prosperous 
mining camps there as soon as rail- 
way transportation facilittes have 
been provided. . He glso states that 
there are great deposits of anthracite 
coal In the neighborhood of Hudson 
Hope, which will be available by the 
construction of the Prince George 
od Eastern railway.

The war has so depleted the finan- 
cial ahd economic resources of Ger- 
many that the power.to levy indem- 
nities upon her defeated ‘opponents 
has become a prime necessity, The 
Prussians have gambled heavily on 
the result of the war They® cannot 


escape the obligation to ‘continue in-| ¢, 


creasing the stakes because their op. 
ponénts will not settle, They insist 
on keeping up the game; in des era- 
tion the Germans st bid higher 
and ever higher. at ig at stake 
for Germany was expressed not long 
since by the kaiser’s cousin, Freder- 
ick’ William of Prussia, at Breslau, in 
these words: ae : 

“The renewed sacrifices we have 
been compelled to make by the stub- 
bornness of our opponenté, who dis- 
dainfally rejected the hand of peace 
held out to them, justify us in de- 
manding an economic and financial 
indemnification. — . 
' “Tt is only right and just that they 
who ainsted. the, -war- shall pay. the 
bill. We need such indemnities, 
moreover, for our ‘economic develop- 
ment and to ensure our economic fu- 
ture. If our industry is réndered in- 
gapabls of competing: with that of 
other countries, and our ‘agriculture 
is hampered by an excessive burden 
of taxation, the consequences must 
be that workmen and their families 
will have no bread and will be ex- 
posed to terrible privation. No Ger- 
man who has the good of his country 
at heart can wish that. our’ work- 
men, who have accomplished such 
great things at the front and at 

ome in such difficult _ conditions, 
shall be exposed to want through 
the instrumentality of a lame peace.” 

Lacking complete victory over its 
foes, with all that victory implies to 
a ruthless and insatiable conqueror, 
ermany recognizes its inability to| 
prevent financial bankruptcy and: 
economic ruin. All its assets have | 
been pledged to the hilt in the prose- 
cution of «its insane dream of world- 
domination. For the Junkers, who 
have led the gamble, there can be 
no drawing back. Either they must 
win or they must face the reckoning 
What wonder that their -efforts to 
compel the allies to. accept defeat 
surpass in, desperate ruthlessness 
the most wanton expenditure of 
their “cannon fodder” which they 
can ever have contemplated?—Win- 
nipeg Free Press. 


Britain’s Way — 


A Newspaper Correspondent’s Re- 
port From Mesopotamia 


How often have the malignants in- 
sinuated that between our own states- 
men and soldiers and those of Ger- 
many there is nothing to choose? It 
is an impudent falsehood. I suppose 
our working people have given suffi- 
cient attention to the daily newspa- 
pers-to know how the Germans have 
treated the natives in the German 
colonies and the neutrals and_ the 
civilian enemies. in thé countries 
they. have overrun. 

Well, there has just been_publish- 
ed a newspaper cOrrespondent’s re- 
port from Mesopotamia, which I 
commend to the notice of anyone 
who is unable to confute the sland- 
ers of our pseudo-Socialists.

“This year nearly 100 canals on 
the Hilleh branch of the Euphrates, 
which had fallen into disuse have 
been dug out and 300,000 acres have 
been brought . under cultivation. 
There is promise of the greatest 
harvest in the memory of man. In 
May, 1917, as soon as the Tigris op- 
erations were completed we began 
to open ports on the Euphrates, The 
work on the canals was finished in 
October. The Arab cultivators wel- 
come the new regime. Their pro- 
perty, which has lain fallow for 
years, will become rich and profit- 
able. The collection of revenue on 
the Euphrates no-longer calls for 
an arméd force. Paying taxes has 
become an investment. An old sheikh 
said the other day: 

“No other government but the 
British would take the trouble to 
bother about our canals while they 
are fighting.” 

Our government has not given the 
Arabs a republic and manhood suf- 
frage and the Shorter Catechism, 
but they have cleaned out their can- 
als, protected them from brigandage, 
prepared their fields for the harvest, 
and collected their taxes without<ma- 
chine guns or Uhlans. :

Union | of Present Coalition With 
Poland and Russian States 


Permanent economic and military 
union between Germany, and Aus- 
triasHungary, “with the bakes dis- 
appearance of customs, duties and 
rontiers,” is proposed by Friederich 
von_ Payer;imperial vice-chancellor 
of Germany, in a statement publish- 
ed in the Neue Frie Presse of Vienna 
and quoted in the various papers of 
the Dual Monarchy and Germany. 

Included in this scheme of a Mit- 
tel-Europa under domination of the 
central powers are Russia, Poland, 
Bulgaria and Turkey, 

The ., vice-chancellor points out 
that, with this union once effected’ 
the peace of Europe would be in the 
hands: of the 
settlement of vexing problems aris- 
ing from the war would be more 
easy, and the solution of internal 
questions -would alsobe facilitated.

They would be enhanced enor- 
mously if, in a loose form, Russia 
and Bulgaria, and, perhaps, Turkey, 
also participated. he vice-chancel- 
lor continued: 

“All must finally become a_ great 
united region of intercourse with 
uniform interests.. Concurrently with 
the gradual disappearance of cus- 
toms duties and frontiers there must 
be unification or a far-reaching rap- 
prochment of economic legislation, 
especially trade and industrial tar- 
iffs and the care of labor. | Certain 
forms of indirect taxation must be 
outlined similarly and railways, wa- 
terways and -other means of com- 
munication must be made to serve 
the common interests. 

“Such ‘co-operation, however, is 
only to be thought of in conjunction 
with the maintenance of the political 
independence of the empire concern- 
ed, while mutual. consideration and 
united action in connection with 
questions of foreign policy are 
necessary. . 

“Political co-operation must be 
supported by an understanding on 
military questions. If the states arc 
bound together by a treaty of pro- 
tection, they must bear proportion- 
ately the burdens of this protection, 
and all would then have an identi- 
cal interest in the simplification and 
appropriate extension of military 
institutions. i 


“The experiences of the. present 


war have shown what similar train- 


ing in arming, equipment and : sup- 
ply system mean in facilitating the 
conduct of a war and what difficel- 
ties their absence has entailed. The 
military authorities would easily 
come to an understanding of what 
is necessary in this direction.” . 

“It would be indeed fine if gen- 
eral world disarmament would be 
reached with the conclusion of 
peace. Let us take a stand for the 
present, however, on facts and make 
the alliance complete. Once Ger- 
many and Austria-Hungary are eco- 
nomically and politically united, who 
in the world would have the courage 
whether alone or with others, to run 
against this block, especially when 
the war preparations of the allied 
empires are unified, when France ‘is 
weakened 'to such-.a degree as_ she 
appears today to have no idea of; 
when czaristic Russia can be neither 
a menace to its enemies nor a pro- 
tection for political states which 
play the role of perpetual disturbers 
of the peace and intriguers; when 
the northern states are the military 
followers of Germany; when Poland 
is allied to the central powers and 
when neither starvation in the cen- 
tral empires nor dissension between 
them can longer be counted upon? 

“The peace of Europe will -then 
rest in the hands of united Germany 
and Austria-Hungary, and will be 
in good hands, With every economic 
aad political agreement that takes 
place between the new alliance and 
the Balkan States, or even with Tur- 
key, the importance of the block 
guarantee of 
peace, still further increases. 

“This is the road by which we in 
Germany, with Austria-Hungary, will 
eventually arrive, if not at an imme- 
diate disarmament, nevertheless at a 
substantial lessening of our arma- 
ment burden.” 
€ The vice-chancellor said the Polish 
question could be solved only in con- 
nection. with the- German-Austro- 
Hungarian question or vica versa. In 
whatever form, too, Poland might in 
the future seek and find its attach-

“Swinging To Victory” 


The Kaiser, Under Fire, Tells of 
: “Successes” 


Emperor William went into re- 
gions under fire during the recent 
fighting on the French front, accord- 
ing to Karl Rosner, the emperor's 
favorite correspondent, who accom- 
panies him on his tours. 

The correspondent’s article, a long 
one, dated May 25, on the battlefield 
of tHe Aisne, is printed in the Berlin 
Lokal-Anzeiger. It records the em- 
peror’s explanation of the battle to 
his suite. The emperor, standing be- 
fore a map of the fighting area says 
Rosner, addressed his hearers thus; 

“In 1914 during the battle of Sois- 
sons, I was here (at the Laffaux cor- 
ner on the Aisne front). What heavy 
trials have since been imposed upon 
us Germans! But that is now all 
behind us. We are now swinging on 
to final victory.” 

The correspondent describes the 
“unbounded astonishment” of a num- 
ber of French prisoners on secing 
that the emperor had actually ven- 
tured under fire.

For Decision 


Germans Have Drawn Heavily Upon 
All Resources to En@ War-— 
This Year 


The following is a summary of the 
war situation cabled to Canada by the 
director of public information for 
publication as official news: 

_ The German idea of a world peace 
is illustrated in the recent manoeu- 
vres in Russia, Roumania and Fin- 
land. <A similar process is- taking 
Place in the Caucasus. Attempts to 
establish an independent Caucasian 
Republic, in Which Christians and 
Mohammedans alike will share, were 
threatened by the advance of Turk- 
sh-German forces which. continued 
during the progress of the peace ne- 
gotiations; an independent Georgian 
Republic has been proclaimed. Ger- 
many’s object is to completely separ- 
ate this all-important district from 
Russia and _ bring it completely into 
her economic and military system, 
giving Germany control of the Black 
Sea oil fields, similar to. the — oil 
fields of Roumania, and a base for 
penetration into Central Asia. 


Austrian conditions continue - to 
grow worse. According to The Wes- 
er Zeitung, the Vienna Burgomaster 
recently declared: “The faults of our 
governments of the last few centur- 
ies bitterly avenge themselves. High 
treason and boundless ingratitude are 
now rampant and the governments 
Prove weak and unsteady. The su- 
preme duty of the German parties is 
to show a united front to Slav 
treachery.” The Austrian weakness 
enables Germany to reduce Austria 
to the position of a vassal state. The 
new treaty fetters, Austria for a gen- 
eration. It proposes the complete 
unification of the two armies’ co-or- 
dination of mobilization; * munition- 
ing, sraneport food supply and the 
merging economic resources. The 
German policy of domination has in 
creasingly proved ‘a menace to the 
freedom:-of all countries. . 
The United States is daily taking 
an increased part in the conflict. The 
American war spirit is only accentu- 
ated by the sinking of ships off the 
American coast, the tonnage of 
which will soon be replaced many 
times over. 

“The ‘allies must make every 
possible man available to maintain 
their army’s full strength. 

This applies equally to the Domin- 
ions, whose contingents are among 
our finest troops. Thus remade, the 
allied armies with a full-sized fresh 
American .army added, will end the 
war with a decisive victory. 

The ministry of food reports that 
the efforts and self-denial exercised 
by Canada and the United States 
have resulted in substantial increases 
in’ cereal and other imports. Ration- 
ing gives general satisfaction and 
the evidence shows no_ increased 
consumption of bread or other un- 
rationed articles.
